Epiron Sranpanp :—Thinking a few lines 
from this place might be interesting to your 
numerous readers, I take this opportunity of 
sending you a short letter, by the barkentine 
Jane A. Falkenburg, which leaves for Port- 
land om Tuesday | morning. Honolulu, at 
present, is remarkably dull, and vusiness of 
all kinds is very much depressed, on account 
of sugar being scarce; one crop being ship- 
ped and the other not yet in; and another 
great drawback is the scarcity of rain this 
season. Everything is dried and dried up, 
in the shape of grazing lands. The weather, 
for the past month, has been the hottest ever 


known here, and there have been no trades, 
at all, although the N. E. trades are blowing 
quite fresh at this writing. There has been 
no little excitenient here, for ‘the it week, 
over the presence of the Coolie ship Dolores 
Ugarte, from Macao, ard bound to Peru with 
five hundred Coolies, which arrived here last 
week, the Captain having orders from his 
owners, to stop here and give the Coolies a 
run for fifteen days, to recruit. He applied 
to the proper authorities for permission to 
land them, which was granted. The Captain 
landed some forty-two, hired a house and 
provided them with all the necessaries they 
required. he day after landing the Coolies 
the Captain and his botswain visited them, to 
see how they were, While in the house they 
were surrounded by about fifty Chinamen, 
of this place, who demanded the Coolies to 
be given to them. This demand being re- 
fused, the Chinamen proceeded to pack the 
Coolies off, some in hand-carts and some on 
their backs—the Coolies being unable to 
walk, trom the effects of sickness, ect. In a 
short time they were all removed and hid 
away, aud our energetic little Spanish Cap- 
tain was minus forty two Coolies. Finding 
that it was intended to detain him, and get 
the balance from him, he made all his ar- 
rangements as hastily as possible, and pro- 
ceeded on his voyage. It is rumored that 
some severe philanthropic citizens, of news- 
paper renown here, were abbettors in the tak- 
ing of these Coolies, and considerable dissat- 
isfaction is felt among the merchants, on ac- 
count of this affair; for these ships stopping 
bere always require o great many supplies, 
and this affair must necessarily drive a good 
deal of trade from this place. 

This morning another ship, the Louisa 
Cancaro, arrived with seven hundred Coolies 
on board. The Captain, hearing of the 
trouble the Ugarte had, is making all possi- 
tde dispatch to get what supplies he wants,
